“~gndit seems like chance guessing to 
come to any conclusion about things 
that.are in the future. It.is very difi- 

_ cult to remove-the yeil that hides future 
events, but there are certain matters 
which may be looked upon as foregone 

* conclusions. The crushing out of the 
rebellion is to our mind a certainty, and 
as the terrible convulsion which now 
rocks the Western Continent, and makes 
the Eastern Continent tremble with its 
throes, is the only question —the absorb- 
ing interest: of Americans, swallowing.
